UVic astronomer awarded top NRC fellowship

Dr. F.D.A. Hartwick (Physics) has received 
the most prestigious award made annually by 
the National Research Council to outstand¬ 
ing young scientists. 

When the notice of his award was mailed 
to Hartwick from Ottawa Dec. 2, the 36 year- 
old UVic astronomer was in Chile observing 
stars in the Magellanic Clouds, the two 
nearest galaxies to our own. 

Not until he returned to Victoria later in the 
month did he learn that he had won the 1978- 
79 E.W.R. Steacie Memorial Fellowship, 
created in honor of the man who was presi¬ 
dent of the NRC from 1952 to 1962. 

Up to two Steacie Fellowships are 
awarded annually. This year out of 21 nomi¬ 
nations to the NRC, one fellowship was 
awarded to Hartwick and another to Dr. 
W.R. Peltier of the department of physics at 
the University of Toronto. 

The fellowship will free Hartwick from 
classroom teaching for one year beginning in 
July, 1978, to enable him to devote his time 
to pure research while his university salary is 
paid by the NRC. 

When interviewed shortly after returning 
to Victoria, Hartwick had not yet seen the 
citation accompanying his award, but he sus¬ 
pected it would enable him to continue his 
current research into older stars. 

Hartwick is one of a very small number of 
astronomers in Canada who are studying 
older stars in our own galaxy and galaxies 
next to our own. 

The galaxies he is concentrating on 
besides our own are the Magellanic Clouds, 
and the Andromeda galaxy which is usually 
observable around December from Victoria. 

To observe the Magellanic Clouds, Hart¬ 
wick must travel to Chile to use the powerful 
telescope installed three years ago at the 
Cerro Tololo Observatory. 

"It has been very difficult up to now to 
study individual stars in the Magellanic 
Clouds in the southern hemisphere, but this 
has changed with the installation of the four- 
meter telescope at Cerro Tololo, and also 
with the installation of a new large telescope 
in Australia, "he said. 

Hartwick also observes older stars through 
telescopes at Mount Palomar in California 
and at Kitt Peak in Arizona. 

He has been studying older stars since he 
came to UVic in 1968. To date, he has made 
12 trips to Chile, mainly in the summers when 
classes are not in session. The fellowship will 
enable him to travel as necessary for the 
advancement of his research. 

Hartwick said that he studies older stars 
with the idea of learning something about the 
conditions in the early universe left over after 
the "Big Bang". 

The Big Bang, he explained, is the name 


given to the currently accepted theory of 
how the universe began. 

"Essentially, the theory is that all the 
matter in the universe was once contained in 
a very hot, highly condensed, concentrated 
point, 10,000 times hotter than the centre of 
the sun which is known to be in the order of 
10 million degrees Fahrenheit. 

"It exploded, then expanded rapidly and 
cooled and as it did so we believe that some 
of the lighter weight elements like helium 
were formed, and somewhere along the line 
galaxies and clusters of galaxies condensed 
out of this expanding universe, and stars 
were formed out of these galaxies. 

"The idea is to discover the ages of these 
stars, which will say something about the 
time lapse since the Big Bang. We also want 
to know something about the chemical 
composition of the stars, in order to say what 
conditions would have been like very early 
on." 

Hartwick said that the stars he is interested 
in occur in globular clusters which are com¬ 
posed of from 100,000 to 1,000,000 stars. 
Our own galaxy has 150 of these clusters 
which surround the outer edges of the galaxv 
at distances of from 15,000 to 100,000 light 
years from the sun. 

The clusters being studied by Hartwick in 
the outer galaxies may be from 150,000 to 
2,000,000 light years away. 

He said that all stars in a cluster are 
thought to be of approximately the same 
age, and the most massive star in a cluster 
provides clues to that age. 

It is standard information, he explained, 
that the most massive, luminous stars use up 
their fuel relatively quickly, whereas low 
mass stars don't use up their fuel as fast. 

"It is thought that when most stars have 


used up the fuel at their centre they no longer 
will have anything to burn, so will contract 
and in doing so, may lose mass and end up 
as white dwarfs. These are compact stars of 
high density which just keep getting cooler 
and cooler." 

Hartwick pointed out that stars vary vastly 
in age. 

The sun, he said, is thought to have 
‘formed later on after the evolution of our 


UVic has been authorized by the provincial 
government to develop plans for a law 
building and proceed with the fourth wing of 
the Clearihue and facilities for visual arts at 
estimated costs of $4,054,000 and $510,000, 
respectively.

galaxy and is a relatively young star with an 
age of about 414 billion years. The universe 
itself is thought to be as old as 15 billion 
years. 

Very young, massive stars may be 50 to 60 
times the mass of the sun, compared to older 
stars which are liable to be only .7 to .8 times 
the size of the star at the centre of our solar 
system. Tie added. 

Another attribute of the older stars the 
astronomer is studying is that they are 
thought to be low in heavy element abun¬ 
dances such as iron. 

As stars evolve, he explained, they cbnvert 
hydrogen and helium into heavier elements, 
then explode and contaminate the material of 
the next generation of stars with even 
heavier elements. 

Thus, about two per cent of the mass of 
the relatively young sun is heavier than 
hydrogen and helium, whereas in older stars 
the percentage is .02 per cent, he said. 

Hartwick exhibited some of the steps he 
follows in his work with a photographic plate 
of the 47 Tucanae, a relatively conspicuous 
star cluster only visible from the southern 
hemisphere.

He photographed the cluster at the Cerro 
Tololo observatory, and then picked out indi¬ 
vidual stars to be measured for brightness 
and color. These measurements can be made 
either at the site of the observation, or here 
at UVic. 


ed by President Howard Petch to give imme¬ 
diate approval to the facilities which met its 
current funding criteria.

Province approves projects 
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Hartwick (Continued) - 

When Hartwick makes the measurements 
at UVic, he uses the iris photometer, a device 
especially designed to measure the 
magnitude and colors of stars on photogra¬ 
phic plates, located on the top floor of the 
Elliott Building. 

The usual procedure, he said, is to deter¬ 
mine the brightness and magnitudes of a few 
stars at the observatory site, then bring these 
measurements back to UVic to be used as 
standards against which the other stars in the 
cluster can be measured. 

As well as measuring the brightness and 
magnitudes of the Stars he is studying on the 
iris photometer, Hartwick makes models of 
them on the UVic computer in the basement 
of the Clearihue Building. 

"We can evolve the stars on the compu¬ 
ter, then compare the theoretical way in 
which a star evolves with the clusters we 
observe and photograph. In that way, we 
deduce the ages of the stars," he said. 

Asked how certain astronomers can be 
about the accuracy of the Big Bang theory, 
Hartwick said that the theory gained support 
in 1965 when the discovery was made at the 
Bell Labs in New Jersey, United States, that 
the universe is permeated by a background 
radiation of 3 degrees above absolute zero, 
which is equivalent to -270°C. 


This temperature is so cold that the 
photons have to be detected by radio tele¬ 
scope, in a different part of the spectrum, he 
said. 

The discovery turned the favor to the Big 
Bang theory, he explained, because the only 
way to explain such cold temperature now 
existing everywhere between the stars and 
the galaxies is that it is the remnant of cooled 
radiation after the explosion. 

One of the major questions astronomers 
are asking now, he continued, is whether the 
universe is going to expand forever and 
become even cooler, or will the universe stop 
expanding and begin to contract and return 
to a single, concentrated point and maybe 
repeat the Big Bang process? 

Present evidence suggests that the 
universe will continually expand, but this is 
by no means a closed question, he said. 

"We definitely have to worry about the 
origin, if it was a one shot affair," he replied 
to a question about theaorigin of the single, 
concentrated point. 

"And, one can still ask what happens at 
minus infinity," he said. 

But science, he stated, deals with what 
can be observed. 

Applicants for the Steacie Fellowship do

would replace overcrowded, inadequate faci¬ 
lities and would include classrooms, faculty 
offices, a workshop area, seminar rooms and 
two small auditoria which would serve as 
laboratories for theatre students. 

The building for the department of theatre 
remains as this university's number two 
priority project, following the Clearihue addi¬ 
tion for humanities departments, said Presi¬ 
dent Petch. 

"However, since all of our capital projects 
are urgently required to meet the needs of 
existing programs, the matter of priorities 
had to be temporarily overlooked in order to 
make some progress," he said. 

The five-year plan also includes a science 
building and a building to house the Faculty 
of Human and Social Development, a 
general multi-purpose building with 
classrooms and offices and a fund for major 
renovations of existing facilities. 


Petch expects 
no staff cuts 

President Petch says he expects that UVic 
will not be forced to make any layoffs of 
regular, full-time staff members in 1978-79. 

In anticipation of a cutback situation when 
the new operating budget is announced, the 
executive council has been reviewing the 
1977-78 budgets of every non-academic 
department on campus to see where budget 
cuts can be made if necessary. 

The university will try to adhere to its 
principle of making no cuts in regular, full¬ 
time staff, said Petch. 

"If cuts were necessary, casual part-time 
employees would be the first to go. If we had 
to let regular staff go, we'd do everything 
possible to do this through attrition. 

"But, we don't know yet how tough things 
will be this year. As usual, I am optimistic 
that we will be able to work everything out 
satisfactorily, in spite of the tight budget."

That all initial appointees to the University of 
Victoria be sent at the time of appointment, a 


copy of the nine-point pass system (1977-78 
Calendar, p. 14) and the Senate regulations 
governing assessment techniques (contained in 
the Faculty Handbook). 

The Student Handbook and the Calendar 
should contain a section near the beginning 
that describes in detail all the various avenues 
of appeal that exist within the university. This 
section should be listed in the index of each 
book. Each student, then, will receive each 
year a document that describes the various 
avenues of appeal that exist, including direct 
discussion of problems with the professor in¬ 
volved and other avenues of redress such as de¬ 
partmental chairmen, deans of faculties, the 
Senate committee on appeals, the student 
faculty-liaison committee or appropriate com¬ 
mittee, an ombudsman (if one is approved and 
hired), and formal or informal appeal to the 
president.

Interfaculty Course Overlap 
The Senate considered four recommendations put 
forward by the Committee on Academic Standards 
in regard to interfaculty course overlap of content, 
made a few minor amendments and then adopted 
the following: 

1) That faculties review those courses in other fac¬ 
ulties for which they grant credit and in cases 
where considerable inter-faculty overlap is dis¬ 
covered they consider proposing that the similar 
courses may not both be taken for credit towards 
the same degree. 

2) That in cases where course titles and descriptions 
suggest to the reader of the calendar there may 
be substantial overlap of content, faculties con¬ 
sider retitling and redescribing the courses to re¬ 
flect the differences. 

3) That all faculties employ forms for the submis¬ 
sion of course proposals to Senate which include 
indication of possible overlap in content and des¬ 
ignation of courses which may not be jointly, 
counted for credit towards the same degree. 


4) That consultation between faculties be encour¬ 
aged by having all faculties adopt the practice of 
sending copies of curriculum submissions to the 
dean of other faculties for information and com¬ 
ment prior to their submission to the faculties. 
Credit For College Courses Offered in Secondary 
Schools 

A proposal from the committee on academic stan¬ 
dards concerning college courses offered in second¬ 
ary schools was referred to the faculties for com¬ 
ments. 

Annual Reports 

Annual reports were received with thanks from the 
committee on admission and re-registration, the 
committee on committees and the committee on the 
university budget. 

Motion Rescinded 

A motion adopted on Sept. 14 concerning proce¬ 
dures for the appointment of the vice-president and 
the deans of the faculties (which inserted in the 
procedures a clause to the effect that search com¬ 
mittee members be encouraged to consult extensive¬ 
ly amongst their constituents) was rescinded and it 
was noted for the record that the existing appoint¬ 
ment procedures were interpreted as permissive 
with reference to consultation with faculty col¬ 
leagues by search committee members concerning 
candidates under consideration. 

Motion Concerning Transcripts 
A motion carried forward from an earlier agenda to

Research Scholarships in 
Pure and Applied 
Science Offered to 
Overseas Universities 

The Royal Commission offers nine post¬ 
graduate scholarships each year to enable 
selected students of overseas universities, 
who have given evidence of capacity for 
research, to devote themselves for two or 
three years to full-time research in pure or 
applied science. 

Awards are tenable at an institution in the 
United Kingdom approved by the Commis¬ 
sioners, and are of the value of L2000 per 
year. Additional allowances may be made for 
travel expenses and essential university fees. 
Eligibility: Candidates should be students in 
the physical or biological s iences, under 26 
years of age, and a citizen of a Common¬ 
wealth country. A candidate must have been 
a*student in a university or university institu¬ 
tion for a period of not less than three years, 
and must have spent one full academic year 
ending not more than 12 months before the 
date of recommendation at the institution by 
which he is recommended. 
Recommendation: Candidates must be 
recommended by their institution, and if an 
institution recommends more than one 
candidate in any one year, the names should 
be ranked in order of merit, although the 
Commissioners may vary this order at their 
discretion. Institutional, recommendations 
must be received at the office of the Com-ml 
Adjudication Criteria: The record of a can¬ 
didate's work must indicate high promise of 
capacity for advancing science or its applica¬ 
tions by original research. Evidence of this 
capacity, which is the main qualification for 
the Scholarship, is essential and should take 
the form of a full account by the candidate of 
the research work he has done. This may be 
either in the form of publications, or of a 
thesis, or of manuscript reports.

investigators to follow up new concepts of 
research, NRC has instituted an arrange¬ 
ment whereby applications for support of 
new research ideas may be submitted at any 
time of the year, and if the proposal is 
considered worthy, it will be supported with 
a minimum of delay, within the limits of avail¬ 
able funds. 

These awards are not renewable as such. 
They are intended to provide sufficient funds 
to enable an investigator to follow up a new 
research idea immediately, but once such an 
award has been provided, the recipient 
should include all further requirements for 
pursuit of the new research in his annual ap¬ 
plication for an operating grant. 

In order to qualify for immediate considera¬ 
tion, a proposal must represent a radically 
new and exciting concept which, if not 
followed up quickly, would result in a serious 
loss to the advancement of scientific 
research in Canada. 

The initiative in submitting applications for 
immediate support rests mainly with the 
Department Chairmen of Canadian universi¬ 
ties. A Department Chairman who discovers 
that a member of his staff has developed a 
new research idea of the type described 
above may invite the scientist concerned to 
submit an application on the usual form, and, 
with the approval of the University authori¬ 
ties, may forward the applciation to NRC for 
immediate consideration at any time. 

Each proposal for immediate support must 
be accompanied by a covering letter from the 
Department Chairman, indicating 

(a) that this is a submission for immediate 
consideration of a new research idea; 

(b) in detail, the nature and scope of the new 
research idea; 

(c) the degree of urgency in providing im¬ 

mediate support including the reasons 
why consideration of the request cannot 
be delayed until the next annual applica¬ 
tion, and the advancement in scientific 
research to be gained from pursuing it at 
once; s 

(d) the contribution, if any, which the 
University is prepared to make towards 
the research idea. 

It is expected that Department Chairmen will 
exercise the utmost discretion in selecting 
proposals for immediate support of new re¬ 
search ideas and that only in exceptional cir¬ 
cumstances will such a need arise.

Department of National Defence

Field of Study: Strategic studies of special 
relevance to current and future Canadian 
security. Studies may relate to any of the 
economic, political, military, technological or 
sociological dimensions of national security.

Duration: The duration of the award is at 
least one year, and these may be renewed on 
evidence of academic achievement satisfac¬ 
tory to the Selection Committee. 


Conditions: Applicants must be Canadian 
citizens. 

Candidates for a fellowship must, before 
the closing date of the competition, hold a 
Ph.D. degree or equivalent level of know¬ 
ledge or experience in the field considered 
adequate by the Selection Committee. 
Candidates for a scholarship must hold an 
Honours Bachelor's degree or its equivalent 
before taking up the award. Scholarship 
winners and Fellows may not hold concur¬ 
rently any other major award. 

On completion of a fellowship or scholar¬ 
ship one copy of a thesis or reasonably 
detailed account of the research done must 
be submitted to the Awards Officer, National 
Programs Division, Associaiton of 
Universities and Colleges of Canada, who 
will in turn forward it to the Department of 
National Defence. 

Tenable: Fellowships and scholarships are 
normally tenable at suitable locations in 
Canada. In special circumstances, permis¬ 
sion may be granted to undertake studies 
outside Canada.

of Science Journals in Jeopardy 


The publication of eleven National Research 
Council sponsored science journals may 
soon be transferred to the private sector. 
Federal Treasury Board has directed the NRC 
to come up with firm plans for contracting 
out publishing activities by October, 1978. 

Treasury Board has agreed to an NRC 
request to delay a final decision until a report 
on science publishing in Canada, being pre¬ 
pared by a Royal Society of Canada Com¬ 
mittee, becomes available on December 
15th. 

Various scientific groups have made 
submissions to the Royal Society 
Committee, and express fears that the inter¬ 
nationally recognized quality of the NRC 
sponsored journals will decline as a result of 
this move. Few publishing companies in 
Canada possess the expertise required for 
the publication of top-notch scientific jour¬ 
nals. The costs of publication could increase 
as a result of a transfer to the private sector. 
Scientists who perform editorial and 
reviewing work for the NRC free of charge 
may not be willing to continue this practice 


for commercial publishers. Administrative 
and other services presently provided by the 
NRC, a non-profit agency, would become 
explicit costs to commercial publishers, who 
are subject to taxation, and expect to meet 
all costs plus secure a profit. 

The additional costs might be reflected in 
increased subscription rates and page 
charges, which would simply represent a 
transfer of financial responsibility from one 
arm of government to another, as most 
journal subscriptions are held by university 
libraries, and page charges might be allowed 
as a research expense in grant applications. 
Alternatively, publishers could try to cut 
costs by moves which could result in lower 
quality publications. Prominent Canadian 
scientists might then prefer to publish their 
findings in American journals. 

Dr. Jim A. Morrison, of the Chemistry 
Department at McMaster University, is chair¬ 
man of the Royal Society Committee. Sub¬ 
missions regarding this matter may be direc¬ 
ted to him.

Cottrell Research Grants 


Cottreell research grants are given to help 
academic scientists conduct basic research 
of orginality and importance in the physical 
sciences and engineering at private and 
public universities. 

The emphasis of this program is support of 
fundamental investigations performed by 
young faculty members in the early years of 
their professional careers. More speculative 
research of established investigators also is 
eligible for consideration. 

Support may be provided for projects under 
the direction of a single investigator, or for 
joint projects involving two or more investi¬ 
gators from the same or different academic 
departments. 

Research Corporation seeks to place Cottrell 
Research Grants in situations of genuine op¬ 
portunity where relatively modest but well- 
timed support can lead to significant contri¬ 
butions to scientific knowledge and to the 
development of the investigator, his students 
and his institution. 

Scientific significance is a prime criterion in 
the evaluation of research proposed. Compe¬ 
tition for these grants demands that the work 
proposed be sufficiently challenging to re¬ 
quire the investigator's best efforts and that 
it contribute toward the solution of an 
important unsolved problem. 

SUPPORT PROVIDED 

Cottrell Research Grants are made for items 
of direct expense essential to the prosecu¬ 
tion of the research proposed. 

In general, these include special equipment 
and supplies, and undergraduate or graduate 
summer research fellowships. In the case of 
expensive equipment which will find continu¬ 
ing use beyond the immediate project, a 
contribution toward the cost will be required 
from the applicant's instituion. Requests for 
student academic year stipends and for post¬ 
doctoral support are not encouraged. 

In keeping with the research grant-in-aid 
philosophy, assessments for indirect costs. 


common supplies and services—including 
such items as faculty salaries, secretarial 
assistance, publication charges, and scientif¬ 
ic meeting travel expenses—are considered a 
responsibility of the applicant's institution 
and are, therefore, inappropriate budgetary 
items. 

Support normally is given to help initiate re¬ 
search. Applications for assistance in further¬ 
ing work previously receiving support from 
outside sources or in augmenting such funds 
generally are discouraged. 

Grants usually are made on a one-shot basis 
with no time limitation. Consideration may 
be given in certain circumstances to re- 
application for additional support.

- Applicant's position and principal previous 
employment.

Oil Company Offers Research Grants 


Purpose 

To encourage research at Canadian univer¬ 
sities in areas of interest to the petroleum, 
petrochemical and energy industries. These 
areas include the fields of environmental, 
earth, engineering and ehcmical sciences. 
The grants are also to encourage research in 
the socio-economic and social sciences 
pertaining to relationships between the 
above industries and their employees, 
customers, and the business environment in 
which they operate. 

The grants for specific research projects 
are made to full-time faculty members, for 
support of research work carried out by uni¬ 
versity students under their direction. 

Selection 

Selection of award winners by Imperial Oil's 
Committee on Higher Education is made on a 
competitive basis. Insofar as quality of 
research projects permits, grants will be 
distributed as equitably as possible among 
Canadian universities. Research topics and 
the potential significance of the regults are of 
primary importance. Preference will be given 
to self-contained research projects, 
although projects that are a definitive 
segment of broader research will be con¬ 
sidered. 

Criteria for Selection 

— Industry Interest: The research should 
relate to the petroleum, petrochemical or 
energy industries. 

— Originality: The proposed research should 
involve originality in the topic, objective, 
or methodology rather than the extension 
of existing research. 

— Significance: Anticipated results of the 
work should provide potentially significant 
benefits to society or expand the know¬ 
ledge of the science involved. Knowledge 
gained should have the potential for prac¬ 
tical application. 

— Research Approach and Methodology: 
The research plan should be practical and 


of sufficient depth to foster conficence in 
the conclusions. 

— Capability and Experience: The academic 
or industry-research record of the appli¬ 
cant and the significance of previous 
research should indicate the capability for 
well-conducted research and the probabil¬ 
ity of successful results. 

— Use of Funds: The applicant's proposed 

budget should provide for training of grad¬ 
uate or undergraduate students. Where 
major use of a computer is contemplated, 
it should be itemized as an expense. Like¬ 
wise, where unique, rare or special mater¬ 
ials or chemicals are required for the 

project, their costs should be included 
separately on the proposed budget. There 
is no provision for the purchase of general- 
purpose equipment or overhead 

expenses. Rental or purchase of 

specialized equipment not available in the 

locality will be considered if clearly identi¬ 
fied. 

Grants 

Amount: The individual grants range up to a 
maximum of $6,000 depending on the 
budgets for the proposed research and the 
availability of funds. 

Tenure: Grants are made for one year and 
may be renewed annually for a maximum 
tenure of three years. The amount^ for 
renewal grants will depend on the require¬ 
ments of the research, progress to date, and 
the availability of funds. 

Cheques are payable to the university for the 
exclusive use of the faculty member for the 
research project on which the application is 
based.

Handbook on Awards 


A 228-page handbook on awards for Com¬ 
monwealth University staff has just been 
published. This revised and enlarged new 
edition of a unique guide provides basic 
information about sources of financial aid for 
academic and administrative staff who wish 
to undertake research, make study visits, or 
teach for a time in a Commonwealth country 
other than that in which they live. It lists 
fellowships, visiting professorships and 
lectureships, travel grants etc. and covers all 
fields of study in which there are university 
facilities. 

A new appendix lists some published 
guides to foundations and trusts, including 
Allan Arlett's "Canadian Directory to Foun¬ 
dations and other Granting Agencies". The 


other appendices contain (as before) brief 
notes on: (a) awards tenable at certain non¬ 
university institutions; (b) organisations 
(such as the ACU, the AUCC or CIDA) which 
provide appointments services or recruit con¬ 
sultants or experts; and (c) some forms of 
financial help not covered elsewhere in the 
book, e.g., in respect of interdepartmental 
links, equipment, conferences and local 
training programmes. 

One copy of the handbook is available for 
reference at the Office of Research Adminis¬ 
tration, University Centre. Order forms are 
also available by phoning Mrs. M. Peters at 
local 4896. The handbook costs $6.50 per 
copy.

Admission is $2 for students and senior citizens and 
$3 for other members of the public. 

The third lecture in the Public Lecture Series, 
offered by the music department in co-operation 
with the division of continuing education, will be 
given by Dr. George Corwin (Music) on Jan. 16. 
The lecture “The Choral Symphony as personified 
by the Beethoven Ninth” will be of interest to those 
looking forward to a spring performance of the 
symphony in the Royal Theatre. The lecture will be 
at 8 p.m. in MacLaurin 144. 

For those who are interested in learning more about 
proposed changes to the matrimonial laws of B.C., 
an open forum will be held at the McPherson Play¬ 
house on Jan. 17. The forum is being sponsored by 
The Law Centre in co-operation with The Victoria 
Times. Lawyers, laymen and government officials 
will be present to explain and discuss the Family 
Relations Amendment Law which was presented to 
the Legislature on the last day of the last sitting. 
Terry Wuester (Law) and Marion Cook, (H*SD-3), 
a student in the School of Social Work, will be 
among the panelists who will discuss the proposals 
in order to provide information and stimulate 
public discussion. The two-hour forum will be free, 
and open to all interested people, starting at 8 p.m. 


The Humanities and Social Sciences Division of the 
Canada Council has awarded a $8,790 grant to 
Leland H. Donald (Anthropology) to study 
aboriginal slavery on the northwest coast of North 
America. The grant will enable Donald to hire a 
research assistant for his project, as well as assist in 
travel expenditures. 

Education Minister Pat McGeer will meet with 
other education ministers in Victoria Jan. 16 to 18 
at the 29th meeting of the council of Ministers of 
Education, Canada. The agenda includes a review 
of a council report on minority language education 
and a meeting with provincial manpower ministers 
to discuss occupational training programs. Federal 
Minister of Employment and Immigration Bud 
Cullen is expected to join McGeer and the other 
ministers for part of the meeting. 

Eight UVic students are going to show UVic how 
electricity, flame and hot water can be produced at 
home with minimal environmental damage. The 
students from Biology 316 (environmental issues) 
have constructed working models of a solar collec¬ 
tor, windmill water pump, windmill electric gener¬ 
ator, manpower electric generator and a bio-gas 
generator, and integrated the models into a self- 
sufficient home energy unit. The project will be on 
display from Jan. 16 to 28, during the day, in Cun¬ 
ningham 2115. 

The walls of UVic buildings are barer now than 
they were before the Christmas break. The reason 
why paintings and other works of art have begun 
disappearing from view is that Dr. Martin Segger, 
director of the UVic Maltwood Art Museum and 
Gallery, wants to take a close look at all of the 
artwork in the university collection. Buildings and 
Grounds is doing the collecting, which began with 
about 70 pieces of art which Segger is considering 
for the opening display in the new gallery next 
month. The collection will go on for three or four 
months until all 600 items have been recalled, and 
then a new system of returning and rotating the art 
on campus will be introduced, probably in the 
summer. 


Bilingual 
dictionary gets 
another grant 

A $56,000 Canada Council grant has been 
awarded to Dr. Jean-Paul Vinay to continue 
the compilation of a new bilingual "Cana¬ 
dian Dictionary" at UVic. 

Also named in the grant are editorial con¬ 
sultants Dr. M.H. Scargill (Linguistics), Dr. 
B. Hunter Smeaton of the University of Cal¬ 
gary, Dr. G.R. Lefebvre of the University of 
Montreal and research associate Murray Wil¬ 
ton of UVic. 

Vinay, former Dean of Arts and Science at 
UVic, and Wilton have been working on the 
monumental project since 1971. The 1978 
grant brings to $150,000 the amount of 
Canada Council grants over the past three 
years. The Canadian Donner Foundation and 
UVic have also provided grants. 

The bilingual dictionary, described by 
Toronto publisher Jack McLelland as "the 
best of its kind in the world", will contain 
more than 100,000 entries when completed. 
The target date for publication is now the 
spring of 1979. 

Vinay, a major international figure in the 
field of linguistics, has produced more than 
200 books and articles, among them a small 
Canadian bilingual dictionary in 1962. 

Vinay and Wilton are using a computer at 
UVic to compile, arrange and edit the 
dictionary which will feature an entire section 
on Canadian abbreviations and acronyms. 

McLelland, of McLelland and Stewart of 
Toronto which will publish the dictionary, 
predicts that world-wide sales will easily 
surpass 300,000 copies. The dictionary will 
be released simultaneously in Paris, New 
York, London and Toronto.

The University of Alberta has established student 
quotas for at least 13 faculties as a means of control¬ 
ling growth in the face of financial restraints. To 
discourage “no shows”, applicants entering quota 
programs will have to pay a $50 deposit before their 
acceptance is final. 

Dr. John Burtrick of the department of economics 
at York University has prepared a report for the On¬ 
tario Economic Council stating that post secondary 
tuition fees should be allowed to rise until they 
.cover nearly the full cost of teaching. In his brief he 
says he found the case for subsidization of post sec¬ 
ondary education very weak, except for research 
and public service components. The thrust of his re¬ 
port is to introduce more competition into post sec¬ 
ondary education to reduce waste, induce institu¬ 
tions to be more responsive to students* curricular 
demands and give public Support to the non- 
instructional activities of these institutions. Buttrick 
recommends direct subsidies on a cost-effectiveness 
basis be made to institutions engaged in socially 
valuable research, public service activities or to 
those making cultural contributions. Grants,he 
says, should be made directly to students who will 
provide net benefits to society. 


An economist from the University of Manitoba, Dr. 
Reuben Bellan, suggests Canada declare war on 
Britain as a way to spur employment, cut inflation 
and spur the economy. In a tongue-in-cheek article 
in the Toronto Star he says he makes the suggestion 
“without the slightest shred of nationalistic animos¬ 
ity”. 

Bellan points out that the war could be limited to 
air and naval battles over the Atlantic Ocean 
“where it would take only a little care to ensure that 
absolutely all projectiles fall harmlessly into the 
water.” The war, he adds, could help Canada 
achieve full employment, bring about an explosion 
of economic opportunities, open new research doors 
for university graduates, knock out inflation and 
perhaps even bring about national unity as the 
Quebecois might enthusiastically join “in a national 
effort against the people who had conquered their 
forefathers”. 


Members of the Italian department at the Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto are studying what they call Italiese 
so they can help second-generation Italo-Canadian 
students unlearn their home language and begin to 
master standard Italian. Italiese is a brand new 
hybrid tongue somewhere between Italiano and 
Inglese. 


Stats Can says there are 369,514 students enrolled 
full time at universities across the country along 
with 184,614 part-timers. 


The Irish Times of Dublin calls a symposium slated 
for the University of Toronto in February “the most 
ambitious gathering of Celtic and Irish scholars and 
personalities ever to be held in North America”. 
“Canada and the Celtic Consciousness” is sponsored 
by the new Celtic Arts Association and the Canadi¬ 
an Association for Irish Studies.

Bruce Hutchison, author and editor of the Vancou¬ 
ver Sun, has officially presented his personal papers 
to the Canadian Studies Collection at the University 
of Calgary. The papers include correspondence 
with Lord Beaverbrook, James Cagney, John Dief- 
enbaker, Lester Pearson, Richard Nixon and Pierre 
Trudeau. Also included is a sealed envelope which 
has a note attached: “Without my specific permis¬ 
sion and under conditions prescribed by me, this 
envelope is not to be opened during my lifetime, or 
after my death, while Pierre Trudeau and John 
Turner are still in politics.”

England’s University of Lancaster will be the site of 
the fourth International Conference on Higher 
Education next August.

The University of Toronto has acquired the papers 
of one of the most influential scholars of the cen¬ 
tury, Jacob Bronowski, best known in Canada for 
his BBC television series “The Ascent of Man”. The 
collection includes his books, essays, lectures, films 
and most of his professional papers. It was donated 
to the university by his widow largely because of the 
university’s interest in “scientific humanism”, a con¬ 
cept that dominates much of his work.

About 25 individuals and groups have written 
to Librarian Dean Halliwell to let him know 
what they think he should consider when he 
defines their status and terms of employment 
at UVic. 

In his new position as assistant to Presi¬ 
dent Howard Petch for staff relations, it is 
Halliweirs task to determine the status of 
about 170 full-time and some part-time 
administrative and academic professional 
employees orr campus. 

Halliwell sent out a letter in October 
requesting staff to submit their views on the 
matter to him by Dec. 1. He said that the 
deadline was flexible and anything still in the 
works would be accepted past the deadline 
date. 

There is now no one document specifying 
the terms of employment of the administra¬ 
tive and academic professional group. It's 
status is less well-defined than that of faculty 
members who are governed by the tenure 
document, and the office, technical, main¬ 


tenance, food service staff, and otuside 
workers who are members of two CUPE 
locals. 

"I am not aware of any specific problems, 
but the people in this group don't now know 
who makes decisions on matters such as 
appointments, promotion, salary increases 
and dismissal procedures. There is not a 
great cohesiveness among the group in that 
there are some 80 different job titles, among 
about 160 people, said Halliwell. 

Halliwell said he cannot now make precise 
projections on when he will complete the 
assignment, but he is aiming for a Spring 
completion. He would like to establish the 
mechanisms for evaluating staff which affect 
salary increases by the end of March. Up to 
now pattersn on these decisions have varied 
across the campus, he said. 

Halliwell will also be involved in compiling 
an information booklet to provide people in 
the group with information about their terms 
of employment in one package. 


Senate rules on duplicate essays 


The fate of students who deal in duplicate 
essays was decided by the Senate at its Dec. 
7 meeting. 

The decision went in students' favor, pro¬ 
vided they meet two conditions. 

First, students who wish to submit the 
same essay for two courses must inform 
both instructors of their intention to submit 
a duplicate essay or assignment. Second, 
they must receive written permission from 
both instructors before proceeding. 

The issue of duplicate essays and whether 
they should be governed by regulations was 
raised at a Senate meeting one year ago. 
There was uncertainty about their use, due 
to the lack of a university-wide regulation 

Bus passes 
now available 

The Alma Mater Society is selling bus passes 
in the Student Union Building this week. 

For $40, a student can obtain a pass, valid 
from Jan. 9 to Apr. 14, good for unlimited 
travel on B.C. Hydro buses in the city. About 
900 students purchased full-year and first- 
term bus passes in September and AMS 
President Brian Gardiner is hoping that 
students who purchased first-term passes 
will renew and that at least an additional 100 
passes will be sold. 

The bus pass program was introduced at 
UVic in September, 1976, as a pilot project. 
B.C. Hydro announced cancellation of the 
program at the end of the first year but AMS 
and UVic administrators persuaded Hydro to 
re-instate the bus pass system for 1977-78. 


and differing attitudes among professors. 

After studying responses to the topic from 
all faculties and schools the Senate 
committee on teaching and learning reported 
to the Senate that they felt it desirable to 
have a university-wide regulation. 

"It is conceivable that a duplicate essay 
might be appropriate for two courses in dif¬ 
ferent faculties and therefore a regulation 
covering all faculties and schools should be 
adopted," stated the committee's report. 

Various faculty members discussed the 
topic at length before the final motion was 
- passed. 

"I would expect considerably higher 
standards if I knew that it was to be a dupli¬ 
cate essay," said Reg Mitchell (Chemistry). 

"What if a student essay passes on one 
course and doesn't pass in the other?" asked 
Frank Robinson (Chemistry). 

"As a personal observation, I think it 
would be a very difficult thing, to ask profes¬ 
sors, in advance, to give permission," said 
President Howard Petch. 

The committee's original three-part 
recommendation was amended, then voted 
down by Senate by a vote of 19 to 18. 

Senator I.D. Pal then moved that two 
parts of the recommendation be voted on, 
and this was passed by a substantial 
majority. 

The rejected, amended subsection said 
that an essay or assignment to be submitted 
for two courses is acceptable only when both 
instructors are satisfied that the work 
involved will be sufficient for the credits with 
which his course is concerned. 

Pal said this subsection was "full of diffi¬ 
culties" and would result in a flood of 
appeals to the Senate.

Club fights ‘clique’ image 


The UVic Sailing Club has been attracting 
members at a fairly good clip this year and 
will widen its scope of activities in the spring. 

Club president Geoff Severide (A&S-4), 
said the group is trying to generate even 
more interest among university students, 
staff, and faculty. 

"We are working to counter the impres¬ 
sion that the sailing club is composed of a 
small clique. Most clubs on campus are 
social organizations, while our own club has 
put emphasis on learning skills of sailing," 
said Severide. "We will have to emphasize 
the social aspect as well." 

The sailing club membership list has 
always warmed up through each year," said 
Severide. Last summer the club involved 
approximately eighty people. Its total sign-up 
after clubs day in September was 10 
members but that number had grown to 38 
by the first of December. 

The purchase this fall of two laser craft for 
$13,000 each means the club now owns ten 
boats. The club originally docked at Cadboro 
Bay with six mini-sails which at this point are 
12 years old. 

Both the mini-sails and the lasers are 
approximately 14-foot, one person craft. 
The mini-sails, now obsolete and not being 
produced, are characterized by rigid rigging. 


The lasers on the other hand have a more 
complex and adjustable rigging. 

The club offers sailing lessons on the 
weekends at $12 for six hours of instruction. 
The student lear N ns on the simpler mini-sails 
with the instructor circling in a laser craft 
giving on-the-spot directions. 

Membership fees are $20 per 12 month 
period starting in September. Memberships 
taken out in mid-year are pro-rated to cover 
only the remaining months. 

The club is limited to one-person craft 
because of the storage limitations at the Oak 
Bay marina. 

"Our next move will be to move from Oak 
Bay. Then we can get some two-man craft 
which are much better for teaching," said 
Severide. 

The first club activity in January will be a 
regatta, January 14-15, probably at Shawni- 
gan Lake. The competition will be open to all 
universities in the north-west. 

The club is also planning weekends of 
informal racing both for fun and practice. At 
least one of these weekends will culminate in 
a social event open to non-members as well. 

Being planned after January is an informal 
sailing club day at the Oak Bay marina. On 
the same lines as an open house, the club will 
offer rides in the boats and information for 
interested people.
